Claims 1, 2, 1 5, 16, 19, 23, 28, stand rejected. Qaims 3-14, 1 7, 18, 20-22, 24-27, 43 and 44 arc 
objected to as being dependent m a rejected base claim. Claiins 29*35^ 42, aod 45-59 are 
i^tfadiawxL 

la this response, claim 1 has been canceled soMy so that AeaUowaUeclaima will issue 
in a patent Clauns 54-59, which are diiected to one or more methods, have also been canceled. 
Becffiise claims 2£^35, 42, and 45-53 (hat were previously withdrawn depend on an allowable 
generic claim. Applicants believe thai the restriction requirement for tibese claims should be 
withdzawix. Tlietefore, Applicants have how identified claims 29-35, 42, and 45-53 as "currently 
amended,** or *^riginal,** as appropriate. 

Claims 3» 8 and 17 have bem rewritten as indq>eodent claims, incorporating (he annual 
claim 1 saubject matter. Clatms 2, 15, 16, 18-23, 26, 28, 29, 45, 50, and 52 have been amended 
solely so that these claims depend on an altowableclaiin. Claun60hasbeenam«]dedtoredte 
speciiSc claim dependem^y. 

Amendment of the originally filed daims, or cancellation of any claims should in no way 
be construed as an acquiescence, nanowing, or sunender of any subject matter. The 
amendments are being noade not only to point oitt widi particularity and to claim the present 
inventioa, but also to C7q)cdite prosecution of the present ^plicattcm. Applicants reserve ttie 
option to prosecute the originally filed cl aims fbrther, or similar ones, in the instant or 
subsequently filed patent qipUcations. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. 10Z(a> 

Claims 1, 2, 15, 16, 23 and 28 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. I02(a> as bemg anticipated 
byWeaetaL 

Claim 1 has been canceled. Claims 2, 15, 16, 23 and 28 have been amended to depend on 
an allowable claim, rendering this rqjection moot Theiefore, .Applicants re^ectftally request this 
rejection be withdrawn.
